The Senate foreign relations commit­ 
tee approved today, 15 to 8. the administration's aid-to-Britain bill. 
The legislation was approved in substantially the form voted by 
the House. 
It now goes to the Senate floor for debate, which 
will 
start Monday and which leaders hope to restrict to two weeks. 
The committee acted finally after 
rejecting 
a 
proposal 
by’ 
Senators Johnson (R.Calif.) 
and 
Encoder (D.-La.) to restrict 
the 
President's 
authority 
to 
send 
American armed forces out of the 
western hemisphere. 
The committee rejected also an 
amendment proposed by 
Senator 
McNary (R.-Ore.) 
which 
would 
have stated specifically that any 
ships transferred to foreign coun­ 
tries must be returned. 
No amendment was 
put 
for­ 
ward in the committee on Wen­ 
dell L. W inkles suggestion 
that 
aid under the legislation be limit­ 
ed to Britain, China and Greece. 
The British aid bill would per­ 
mit the 
President 
to 
transfer, 
lease or lend war materials to na­ 
tions whose defense the President 
considers vital to the security of 
the United States, Transfers of 
existing equipment would be limit­ 
ed to $1,300,(XX),000 and could be 
made by the President only after 
consultation with army and navy 
chiefs. 
The measure also would author­ 
ize the repair or re-outfitting of

To Vanish in Few Years 
WASHINGTON-O ne of the 2A 
glaciers covering Mount Rainier s 
14.408 foot eminence is melting fast 
and will disappear completely with­ 
in a few years, the national park 
service reports. 
Stevens glacier, named for Gen. 
Hazard Stevens, first man to reach 
Rainier a summit rn 1870. has be­ 
come separated from the parent 
body- of ice by a distance of 200 
yards. Located on the south side of 
die mountain, the glacier has melted 
away until all that remains is a 
thin pieca of ice a quarter mile long.

Bucharest. Rumania. Fob. 13 (Ti 
— Evacuation of the civil popula­ 
tion from the Rumanian oil fields 
was begun today. 
Although the official order of 
evacuation has not yet been is­ 
sued, many families, on the ad -' 
vice of m ilitary authorities, al­ 
ready arc moving out of the dis­ 
trict. 
The exodus also was under way 
from 
the oil 
loading 
ports of 
C onstanta, on the Black Sea, and 
Giurgiu, just across the Danube 
from Bulgaria, and other towns 
on the banks of the Danube fac­ 
ing Bulgaria.

families 
are m aking arrangem ents for wo­ 
men and children to go to pro­ 
vincial towns. 
Official quarters said they fear­ 
ed the B riti-h Royal Air Force 
soon m ight bomb the oil fields 
to prevent a further flow of Ru­ 
manian oil to the G erm an w ar 
machine.

A different form of synthetic cam­ 
phor, metrazol, has recently been 
credited with curing some cases of 
split personality insanity and use of 
cardiazol to treat amnesia, or forget­ 
fulness, is an offshoot of that treat­ 
ment.

and spinal cord as real camphor, 
causing a 
more or less severe 
shock.

was of Jewish and Portuguese an­ 
cestry. 
He came to New York as 
a young man, opening a broker’s and 
commission 
merchant’s 
business, 
tfis activities as an American pa­ 
triot led to his imprisonment by 
the British in 1770 and again in 1778. 
He escaped to Philadelphia where 
he became a financial broker with 
Robert Morris, secretary of the 
treasury. He raised large sums to 
pay Washington’s army, much of 
the money being his own, 
and 
charged no interest; paid the salaries 
of Monroe and Madison while in the 
Continental congress; paid the ex­ 
penses of Lafayette's army, also Pu­ 
laski and Von Steuben. 
He never 
made any demand for the return of 
the money. 
He suffered financial 
reverses after the war and died al­ 
most penniless in 1785.

— Father Knicker 
bocher's harbor, the world * largest 
and busiest port, is being operated 
by the coast guard under wartime 
rules and regulations—■"just to be 
ready.” 
Given control of all shipping un- 
der a presidential proclamation last 
June, the coast guard has worked 
night a * day to get* its machinery 
to an et. ergency tempo. 
In charge of this machine are 
Capt. Ralph W. Dempwoif, com­ 
mander of the New York coast 
guard district, and his aid. Com­ 
mander John S. Baylis, both vet­ 
erans of the World war. 
As "cap­ 
tain of the port,” Dcmpwolf is in 
complete charge of all shipping 
here. 
One of the first steps taken under 
the emergency setup was to estab­ 
lish a training school at Ellis island 
and call for 500 recruit*—men who 
will study the loading of munitions, 
anchorage problems, espionage and 
sabotage. 
More than JKX) are al­ 
ready at work. 


24-llour Watch. 
Here are some of the things the 
coast guard is doing outside of its 
normal routine: 
Armed cost guard vessels keep a 
24-hour watch at the harbor's three 
entrances—thc 
Narrows,

Neck and Perth Amboy—and care­ 
fully examine each ship as it enters 
and leaves port. 
Belligerent vessels, phantom-like 
in their coats of camouflage, gray or

Streamlined A rm y 
Relies on Infantry 


Foot Soldiers Still Are In­ 
dispensible in U ar. 


WASHINGTON.—The infantry still 
is "queen of the atm y" so far as 
he high command is concerned. 
And despite the emphasis on avia­ 
tion and mechanisation in modem 
war training, the infantry is not be­ 
ing neglected in modernization plans. 
Tanks may break ‘hrough the en­ 
emy line, disrupt supplies and com­ 
munications and ‘brow the support­ 
ing foree into a panic. Plane* may 
carry a bombardment far beyond 
points where the artillery formerly 
could reach. 
But the infantry still 
is the arm which moves into the 
breach, 
seizes the territory and 
holds It until able to advance or 
forced 
to 
retreat, 
according 
to 
arm y tacticians. 
Despite swift advances in other 
service branches, only two major 
developments have taken place in 
the infantry. On* is to get it more 
quickly into the breach at the front; 
the second to arm it more heavily 
■o it can strike more powerful blows 
and repel counter-assaults. 
Speed has been given by stream ­ 
lining the motorization of the in­ 
fantry. Strength has been given by 
increasing the number of weapons. 
At its present contemplated poten­ 
tial the streamlined division will 
have a war strength of 13.507 of 
which 8,910 will be infantrymen— 
the rest artillery and other inciden­ 
tal troops. 
Each streamlined division will 
have 144 heavy .30-calibre machine 
guns, 108 light machine guns, 38 . 50- 
calibre machine guns, 162 automat­ 
ic rifles, 5,076 infantry rifles—the 
new Garand—12 156-mm. howitaers, 
36 37-mm. anti-tank guns. 81 light 
mortars, 36 81-mm. m ortars and 
eight 75-mm. anti-tank guns.

New Type Bomb to Blast 
Submarines Gets a Test 
LOS ANGELES.—A new type of 
bomb designed to blast submarines 
vvas demonstrated by Russell Hart, 
Los Angeles inventor. 
It is fashioned from an alloy 
which Hart said is highly explosive 
rn water. To demonstrate, he placed 
a bit weighing a tenth of an ounce 
through a amal! iron pipe into a can 
of water. 
There was an explo­ 
sion. 
Hart 
said 
the 
explosion 
equalled that of two ounces of black 
powder. 
Th* water, he said, lib­ 
erated hydrogen in the alloy and 
caused the explosion. 
"A 100-pound bomb of this m a­ 
terial," Hart asserted, "would be 
equal to a 300-pound depth bomb 
of th* type now used by Great B rit-1 
ain.” 
The cost would be about 35 cents 
a pound instead of the present $1, 
Hart said. 
Hart related that he discovered 
possibilities of the alloy only by ac­ 
cident in removing bark from trees 
on a farm near Portland, Ore., in 
1938. 
He said a piece of the alloy 
used in the bark remover slipped 
and plunged into a water well, caus­ 
ing an explosion.

Stamp Valued at $50,000 


Uncovered in New York 
A tiny, black-and-magenta bit of 
paper valued at $50,000 changed 
hands recently after an 84-><yr his- 
tt ry rivaled by only the most pre­ 
cious of diamonds.

It was the world's most valuable 
stamp—the 
only known 
one-ceni 
Dntish Guiana cover cf 1836 in ex­ 
istence. 
M acy'* department store in New 
York city purchased it for an un­ 
named client at an undisclosed price 
from Mrs. Ann Hind Scala of Utica, 
N. Y. 
Thus the little sticker sought by 
leading collectors the world over en­ 
tered a new chapter of romantic per­ 
egrinations that might be envied by 
the Hope or Junker diamonds. 
Chronologically, the saga of the 
stamp leads through several uniden­ 
tified owners before its discovery in 
1873 as something out of the ordi­ 
nary. 
That year L. Vernon Vaughan of 
Demarara. British Guiana, found it 
while looking over some old family 
papers. He sold it to a collector for 
six shillings. 
It found its way into the collection 
of Count Philippe la Renoiticrc von 
Ferrary. 
It remained there for 4t 
years—the count shrugging off in­ 
credible offers for it. He never sold 
a stamp. 
In 1917, however, Count Ferrary 
died and willed his collection—val­ 
ued as high as *$25,000,000—10 the 
postal museum in Berlin. 
At the 
dose of the first Great war. the 
French government announced the 
collection would be sold for the rep­ 
arations account 
Three years later the auction was 
held. 
The bidding was spirited for 
the world's rarest stamp, with A r­ 
thur Hind (late husband of Mrs. Sca­ 
la) competing with a wealthy Alsa­ 
tian. manufacturer. 


Paul Revere Not Alone 


During His Famous Ride 
Paul Revere w as not alone on his 
famous ride, but was accompanied 
by William Dawes, an ancestor of 
former Vice President Dawes, and 
Dr. Samuel Prescott, who overtook 
them on the road to Concord. On 
the night of April 18, 1775. th* head 
cf the Suns of Liberty, Dr. \\L rren, 
noticed the mobilization of trie Br.t- 
ish troops near Boaton and he sum­ 
moned Dawes and Revere to alarm 
the countryside. Dawes was the first 
to start and his route to Lexington 
was through Roxbury and Brighton 
Bridge. 
Revere went by way of 
Charlestown and Medford to Lex­ 
ington. found Samuel Adams and 
John Hancock and gave them the 
message, then waited about half an 
hour until Dawes came. 
They set 
off together for Concord and were 
overtaker by Dr. Prescott, whose 
home was in that place. 
About 24 
miles 
from 
Lexington 
Common, 
when 
Dawes 
and 
Prescott had 
stopped to give the alarm at a house, 
Revere was about IOO rods ahead 
when he saw two men in the high­ 
way. They proved to be British of­ 
ficers and others came forward. 
Prescott jumped his horse over a 
low stone wall and escaped to Con­ 
cord, and Dawes escaped to Lexing­ 
ton, pursued by three or four offi­ 
cers. 
Revere never reached Con­ 
cord, but the alarm was g.ven there 
by one cf his companions.

A marlin is usually blue, black or 
dark brown above, but the lower 
parts are yellow or silvery.
